Callahan was ae 13-year-old 
drummer boy in Co. K, of the 
Eighth Kansas Volunteers, under 
Buell. Wall was a 16-year-old Con- 
federate calvaryman who delivered 
the order from Lee to Picke’: 
which resulted in the charge that 
marked the high tide of the Con- 
federacy. 

Tapping his foot in time to the 
tap of the drum, Callahan guarded 
jealously the burial flag of his 
post, used first to drape the casket 
of Gen. William ‘Tecumseh Sher- 
man, 40 odd years ago. More than 
1000 members of the post have 
lain under its folds since then—

after Lee laid down his arms at 
Appomattox. 

High lights of the war to him 
were the three days at Gettysburg 
when two horses were shot under 
him, a third was wounded, and a 
midnight raid at Fairfax Court- 
house, Va., when 17 of Mosby’s 
men captured Brigadier-General 
Stoughton as he lay abed. 

“But the most exciting day of the 
war to me and the saddest day of 
my life,” Wall said, “was a day, 
66 years ago, when I rode up toa 
squad of Unicn cavalrymen and 
surrendered. Sometimes it seems 
like yesterday.” 

Looking back over the _ events 
which have crowded the _ years 
since the sixties, Callahan said the 
World War was won not in the 
Argonne or at Chateau Thierry 
but at Vicksburg, Gettysburg and 
before Richmond.

Trade England Than Any 
Place Else in World, 
Liberal Asserts.

LONDON, May 30.—David Lloyd 


George, leader of the Liberal party, 
today made an impassioned ap- 
peal for free trade, suggesting it 
as a cure for Great Britain's indus- 
trial ills and drawing freely upgn 
American examples to support his 
arguments. 

“We must get rid of the great 
international debts which are 
crushing the nations,” he told the 


National Conference for the Liber- 
al free trade campaign. 


“If there were an election to- 
morrow,” he declared, “there 
would be a free trade majority of 
more than 1,000,000 votes, but, 
under the present electoral system 


you might have a majority in the 
House of commons of 100 for pro- 
tection.”’ 

Insofar as the war mace many 
changes, he said, they were 
changes which strengthened the 
free trade argument. All the pro- 
tectionist countries An Europe 
Which were engaged in the war 
came out of it in financial collapse, 
he said, and the only country which 
came through financially sound 
was free trade Britain. 

“Take the level of wages.as a 
standard of living in all European 
countries and the highest today is 
is free trade Britain. 

“After all, America did n&t- go 
through the war, she saw only half 
of it, and during the other half she 
was making huge profits out of 
the other countries. 

“Dime Lines” in America. 

“We hear a great deal about un- 
employment in America, but we 
don’t hear all the facts. There are 
long bread lines, but a friend of 
mine who came from there the 
other day told me about other 
lines. 

“He called them 
long lines of honest orkmen out 
of jobs. He say them passing by a 
Catholic Church with a priest on 
the steps handing a copper or two 
to each of those workmen out of 
work.” 

‘There are no bread lines, no 

penny lines, in this country,’ the 
Liberal leader continued. ‘“‘There is 
more employment to the square 
mile in this country than in any 
other country in the world. 
P 6“Since the war there has been 
an unprecedented European move- 
ment against tariffs. The protec- 
tionist countries of Europe are now 
meeting to consider not how they 
shall make Britain come into their 
tariff ring but how they are to 
get out of it -hemselves. 

“Europe is strugglin; hard to get 
its feet out of the tariff stocks, 
while British statesmen are  in- 
augurating a campaign to get the 
feet of Britain fastened right in 
those same stocks. 

“Take the effects of certain pro- 
tectionist experiments in England 
during. and since the war. Let 
anyone look at those and he will 
not need further arguments in fa- 
vor of free trade. 

Curse to Motor InJustry. 

Lloyd George said that American 
motor manufacturers were beating 
Englan” in such countries as 
Brazil, Australia, New Zealand and 
South Africa, and continued: 

‘Tariffs are preventing our peo- 
ple from applying their minds to 
the capture of those gigantic mar- 
kets. Tariffs hav> been a curse to 
the motor industry instead of a 
blessing.”’ 

He quoted a letter from an Amer- 
ican friend who said people in the 
United States were exceedingly 
gloomy and afraid of complete eco- 
nomic collapse. 

“I’ree trade Britain must show 
that she has no intention of squat- 
ting down in the puddle of despair 
until the sun breaks through to 
dry it up,” the Liberal leader de- 
lceared. “To all these young people 
today protection is not what it is 
to us—an old mouldering vintage 
that has been uncorked and un- 
corked again whenever the Tory 
party wanted a stimulant.” 

He concluded: 

“If Britain abandons free trade 
now she will have betrayed a great 
trust. She will have bartered away 
a great inheritance for a mess of 
pottage.

Together they attended 24,350 
meetings, for each of which each 
Thus 
the commissioners’ annual payroll 
averaged $24,350. The equivalent 
of 4870 man-hours a year was re- 
quired for the work. 

A permanent commission of three 
members, working six hours a day, 
with allowance for vacations and 
illness, would spend the equivalent 
of this time, Bernard said, grant- 
ing that the volume of work is 
declining from an unprecedented 
peak. Should the commissioners 
receive $7500 a year each, with a 
$2500 full-time secretary, the ar- 
nual cost would be $25,000 or only 
$650 more than the present system 
averaged. 


Of the commissioners whose work 
he surveyed, Bernard said one had 


attended 1762 meetings during the 


five years, one went to 1402, one 
went to 1033 and there were 130 at 
less than 25 meetings each. 

The condemnation division has 
a sales plat, which cost $12,000 to 
accumulate, showing 6000 bona fide 
sales of city real estate and the 
prices, Bernard related. He quot- 
ed from it to disprove the asser- 
tion that widened streets, carrying 
hurrying motor traffic, do not 
benefit the abutting property. Rec- 
ords of 45 sales along widened 
Olive street showed an increase in 
value of $12 to $350 a front foot 
over values before the improve- 
ment, he said, while values along 
Washington boulevard, between 
Jefferson avenue and Grand boule- 
vard, increased $100 a front foot 
after widening. 

Mayor Can’t Name Board. 


Counselor Muench said a perma- 
nent commission could not be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor, since’ the 
city is a party to condemnation 
suits, but should be appointed by 
Circuit Court. The Circuit Judges 
could establish what virtually 
would amount to a permanent 
commission, without a Charter 
amendment, if they would select 9 
of 12 men of high standing and 
ability, without regard to political 
expediency, to sit in condemnation 
cases regularly as a civic duty, 
Muench declared.

Cosmic Rays*Show Increasing 
Power in Stratosphere, Says 
Scientist After Balloon Trip 
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Prof. Piccard Reports 
Was Deep Blue in 


Stars in Sight.

OBERGURGL, Austrian Tyrol, 
May 30.—A slim bespectacled 
scientist wearing gray suspenders, a 
white tennis shirt and tweed trous- 
ers stood bareheaded under the Ty- 
rolean sun here, telling a dusty 
audience of newspaper men what 
he had found out about the strato- 
sphere on his balloon flight 
Wednesday to an altitude of almost 
10 miles. 

Although August Piccard is pro- 
fessor of physics at the University 
of Brussels, there is little of the 
professional in his manner. Ques- 
tions about the ascent into the 
outer layer of the earth’s atmos- 
phere were met with impatient 
snorts or with boyish enthusiasm, 
depending on Avhether they ap- 
pealed to him as intelligent. Never 
once, however, cid he revert to the 
tone of the classroom. 

“What color was the daytime sky 
as it appeared to you 50,000 feet 
up?” was one of the questions. 

“It was a deep dark blue,” 
replied, “but no. stars 
were to be seen.” 


Powerful Cosmic Rays. 


Piccard said the mysterious cos- 
mic rays which he went aloft to 
study were decidely more powerful 
at stratosphere height than at alti- 
tudes less than the seven miles at 
which the stratosphere is consid- 
ered to begin. 

““However, until I have had time 
to study the notes of my flight I 
cannot say how much more power- 
ful,” he added.

| Saved From Rocky Landing. 

| Piccard frankly admitted it was 
|luck that saved him and his com- 
panion, Charles Kipfer, from a 
rocky landing after their 17 hours’ 
flight. 

“We no longer knew where we 
were, and the first hint we had of 
| touching the earth came with three 
‘gentle bumps about 9 p. m. 
Wednesday,’ the scientist said. 

Those bumps marked the alight- 
ing of Piccard’s aluminum ball in 
a snowdrift instead of on a rock, 
and three impressions in the snow 
still testify to this gentle treat- 
ment, 

As soon as he felt the bumps, 
Piccard pulled the valve and, stick- 
‘ing his pocket 
porthole, he 
there?” 

He soon learned there was noth- 
ing there but a vast white glacier. 

The place of this soft landing 
overlooks this mountain village of 
Obergurgl, literally meaning “up- 
per gurgle.”’ 

In Stratosphere 16 Hvours. 


Piccard said the balloon was in 
the stratosphere 16 of 17 hours of 
the flight, which, he added, gave 
the two passengers an excellent 
opportunity for making observa- 
tions at an altitude of more than 
50.000 feet. 
“The only drawback,” he con- 
tinued, “was that the balloon rose 
so swiftly after the start that we 
were already in the stratosphere 
and nearly 50,000 feet up half an 
hour after the takeoff. Conse- 
quently. we did not have time to 
make observations at intermediate 
altitudes. 

“As a result, I was unable to 
carry out observations and calcula- 
tions which Prof. Albert Einstein 
had requested me to make for him. 
But we took observations of cosmic 
rays up to 53,000 feet. Hitherto 
they had been measured only up to 
an altitude of 30,000 feet.” 

The professor credited the scien- 
tific success of the trip to artificial 
oxygen and normal atmospheric 
pressure which they were able to 
maintain in the hermetically sealed 
gondola. 

Observations on many high alti- 
tude flights have been spoiled by 
the effect of changing pressure as 
well as lack of oxygen on the minds 
and bodies of the flyers, he as- 
serted. 

Could Have Gone Higher. 
“We could have attained an alti- 
tude 3000 feet greater if we had 
dropped more ballast,” he _ said. 
“When we landed we still had 350 
pounds left, but our oxygen was 
about used up.”

REDISTRICTING BY RESOLUTION. 
Another week will, we suppose, see the end of the 
Brunk cage and the final adjournment of the Legis- 
lature. Whether an effort will be made to get the 
body together again to pass another congressional re- 
districting bill is not knoWn. Nothing is said about 
it in the news from Jefferson City. Shortly after 
vetoing the measure passed by the Democratic ma- 
jority, Gov. Caulfield seemed confident that the leg- 
islators would reassemble and draft a bill which he 
could approve. That view,was not shared by some 
of the correspondents, who felt that the Governor 
by his veto-had condemned the State to the unhappy 
necessity of electing the entire congressional delega- 
tion at large. 

It will be recalled that Democratc leaders, follow- 
ing the veto, considered the matter of redistricting 
the State by joint resolution, thus eliminating the 
Governor from the equation, since that action would 
not require the executive’s approval. The plan was 
abandoned when Attorney-General Shartel ruled that 
such resolution would be void. A contrary opinion, 
however, has been rendered by William Tyler Page, 
clerk of the National House of Representatives at 
Washington, in discussing the Massachusetts situa- 
tion, which is similar to Missouri’s, with a corre- 
spondent of the Boston Transcript. Mr. Page, de- 
scribed by the Transcript as “an expert on the rules 
of Congress and a recognized authority on constitu- 
tional law,” holds that a redistricting act, if passed 
by the Legislature of a State, does not require the

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A BLOW TO THE RAILROADS. 

Efforts on the part of states to regulate motor 
trucks doing business under contract, as distin- 
guished from common carriers, have been thrown in- 
to confusion by a Supreme Court decision holding 
a Florida law unconstitutional. This law, passed in 
1929, applied to all “auto transportation companies” 
using vehicles “in the business of transporting per- 
sons or property for compensation or as a common 
earrier.” It required them to obtain permits to op- 
erate from the State Railroad Commission, to pub- 
lish their rates and the like. Excepted from the 
terms of the law were trucks hauling farm produce 
and busses carrying children. 

In an opinion written by Justice Hughes, the court 
held that the State, in attempting to regulate a pri- 
vate carrier, is exceeding its authority. It further 
held that there was no justification “for making a 
distinction between those who carry for hire farm 
products, or milk and butter, or fish or oysters, and 
those who carry for hire bread or sugar, or tea or

The hopelessly confused system of land 
registration and title holding is a recog- 
nized bar to progress, which has drawn 
vigorous protests from Malacanan. The 
courts are clogged with disputes over land 
ownership in which titles are buried under 
a mass of tangled Spanish and tribal an- 
cestry, combined with bad bookkeeping. Gov. 
Davis insists that the land registration 
System be- reformed. 

The crux of the Philippine situation is the 
budget. In dealing with this yearly prob- 
lem, Gov. Davis has shown, perhaps more 
than in anything else, the iron hand in the 
velvet glove. He has refused firmly 
to consider a budget that exceeds by one 
centavo the amount determined upon. Gov. 
Davis has found a way to cancel portions 
of appropriations as well as whole items, 
thus obtaining new leverage on dangerous 
riders which sometimes at the last moment 
have been added to important bills. Filipino 
lawmakers and political leaders have met 
Gov. Davis half-way in budget making be- 
cause they like and trust him. He does not 
bargain and haggle, nor does he nag. He 
says what he means, and what he means 
invariably is what he thinks is best for 
the country. 
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If one could account for revenues dis- 
honestly acquired and for the effort put 
into thus acquiring them, graft could prob- 
ably be counted one of the major Philippine 
industries. There have been many public 
scandals in the last year and a half. The 
Governor-General chooses to use the psy- 
chological, tactful method in dealing with 
the problem. He remains behind the scenes 
when attacking the graft evil directly, and 
the entire responsibility for punishment and 
correction in high places is put upon Fili- 
pino officials. 

If absence of loud-voice and  big-stick 
methods is conspicuous enough to raise pro- 
tests against leniency in handling graft, the 
critics perhaps forget that Gov.

HE blaze of glory in which the 

thirteenth season of Municipal 

Opera in Forest Park was 
scheduled to open last night never 
assumed the proportions of a great 
fire for the rain, which fell pretty 
steadily during the first half of the 
show and threatened, several times 
to bring the performance to an 
abrupt ending, dampened the en- 
thusiasm of the first night audience 
considerably. It did not, however, 
prevent the show from going on 
and some 3000 spectators were re- 
warded by seeing a very beautiful, 
if somewhat wet, production of a 
lovely little Viennese operetta, 
“Three Little Girls.” 


The play, a typical light opera 


of the modern Vienna school which 


has been Americanized by Marie 
Hecht and Gertrude Purcell, re- 
tains the music of the original com- 
poser Walter Kollo—music which, 
if not distinguished, has charm and 
daintiness. These two qualities, -in 
fact, sound the keynote of the en- 
tire show for the plot is neither 
involved nor heavy, although it is 
consistent enough to provide a light 
background for a summer evening's 
entertainment, 

Somewhat Suggestive of the 
more familiar “Maytime,” the storv 
of “Three Little Girls’’ carries its 
hearers through three generations 
of several Vienna families and 
shows how a romance, begun in th 
gay city in 1840 comes to a fittinz 
conclusion 50 years later with the 
grandchildren of the original lov- 
ers finding the happiness whicn 
was denied their elders, 

It is hardly necessary to go 
deeper into the plot of the operetta 
than that except to say that Beate- 
Marie, one of the three daughters 
of Baron von Rankenau, is forced 
to marry atitle in the opening 
scene and to see her true love, 
Hendrik Norgard, leave Vienna for 
far away Java. Years later his son 
returns to woo Beate’s daughter, 
but that affair suffers, too, and it 


remains for still another genera- 


tion to bring the play to a happy 
ending. 


Gladys Baxter, the Municipal’s 
new prima donna, brought all the 
required charm into the role of the 
two Beate-Maries—first as the girl 
of 1840, and then as that girl's 
daughter with a child of her own. 
Miss Baxter, reasonably familiar to 
St. Louis audiences through her ap- 
pearance here in a single produc- 
tion in Forest Park last. summer, 
is one of the beauties of the mu- 
sical stage and a singer of distinc- 
tion. While her role is the leading 
one, she shared honors with the 
other two young women who com- 
pleted the trio of three little girls, 
Nancy McCord and Evangeline 
Raleigh. They, too, can sing de- 
lightfully, and Miss Raleigh ia a 
most accomplished and pleasing 
dancer. 

The only other woman’s role of 
importance, that of Mrs. Kunz, a 
boarding house landlady, fell to 
Lorraine Weimer, who established 
herself firmly in the low comedy 
part. 

Among the men in the cast, Clif- 
ford Newdahl, who, like Miss Bax- 
ter, played a dual role of father 
and son, scored heavily in his sing- 
ing. Hal Forde, a regular member 
of the Municipal Opera company, 
was excellent as the meddling 
friend of Beate-Marie’s family and 
his acting, towards the end of the 
play when he is a tottering old 
man, was really one of the high 
spots of the performance. The 
comedy was safe in the hands of 
Stephen Mills and Harry Puck. The 
latter proved his ability, also, as a 
dancer. 


The chorus of St. Louis boys and 
girls this year is well up to the 
standard of past seasons and they, 
too, came in for a generous share 
of the applause of. the audience 
which remained, through the rain, 
until the end of the performance. 

A welcome novelty was intro- 
duced last night when, during sev- 
eral dark changes of scenes, the 
location of the scene to come and 
the time of the action was outlined, 
briefly, by a voice from the stage. 
Programs are difficult to read be- 
tween acts in the park and the 
many changes of time in “Three 
Little Girls” required some explan- 
ation to avoid confusion in the 
minds of the spectators. The voice, 
in the darkness, met the require- 
ments very nicely, 

The revolving stage played an 
important part in the opera mak- 
ing possible the rapid changing of 
the many scenes and the presen- 
tation of some very lovely and gor- 
geous stage pictures. The cos 
tuming and the scenery were daz- 
zling in their beauty and J. J. 
Shubert, the new productions man- 
ager for this summer's shows, dis- 
played his master hand as a pro- 
ducer throughout the entire per- 
formanc«c. Given good weather 
“Three Little Girls” will go down 
as one of the most delightful 
shows in Municipal Opera history. 


moonlight and smiling skies 
through the gratefully brief show- 
ers early in the performance. And 
the very first appearance of the 
all-St. Louis dancing chorus, in the 
lively “Whistle While You Work, 
Boys,” met long and noisy ap- 
proval. 

The trunks of the twin oaks, 
which have become an important 
asset of the home city to thousands 
of St. Louisans in 12 past years of 
summer opera, were hidden as they 
were last year, but the revolving 
stage which required it fully justi- 
fied itself. By its use the wait 
between the many scenes was cut 
from minutes to seconds, and the 
novel effect of turning it with the 
lights still on the scenes and actors, 
practiced more extensively and stuc- 
cessively than ever before, seemed 
to catch the spectators’ fancy. 

Between-act explanations for the 
mood of the audience were many 
and varied. Perhaps it was_ af- 
fected by the spirit of the singers, 
who, after all, had more to do in 
the rain than merely sit and look 
and listen. Or the rain might have 
been a welcome change to habitues 
of the opening night. It was 
warm, at least, whereas opening 
nights of the last two years were 
miserably chilly, and the 1928 
season opened both cold and rainy. 
Or it may have indicated the loy- 
alty uf St. Louisans to their civic 
opera, which attracts, in addition 
to some 15,000 occasional specta- 
tors a week, 25,000 to 80,000 “reg- 
ulars” every week through the sea-

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DINNER FOR HOOVERS 
GIVEN IN PHILADELPHIA 


President, on Way to Valley 
Forge, Receives Portrait From 
Union. League Club. 


By the Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 30.— 
President Hoover last night fol- 
lowed in the footsteps of all his Re- 
publican predecessors in office 
since the Civil War save one and 
was the guest of the Union League 
Club, He and Mrs. Hoover spent 
the night here and left early today 
for his Memorial day address at 
Valley Forge. 

Mr. Hoover on arrival in Phila- 
delphia received an enthusiastic 
welcome. Police stopped a demon- 
stration of striking hosiery work- 
ers. Several hundred of them ap- 
pearing on Broad street were dis- 
persed before the President came 
along. The President did not see 
the banners saying, “Mr. Hoover, 
we are Belgians—why don’t you 
feed us?” and “Mr. Hoover, where 
is your dinner pail?” 

The principal reason for last 
night’s dinner was to give the 
Union League Club an opportunity 
to present a portrait of the Presi- 
dent painted by Pilides Costa, a 
Greek artist. 

At the same timé the President 
was dining with the directors of 
the club, Mrs. Hoover was the 

guest of the wives of club officers 
in another room. The two dinners 
were adjourned to the Lincoln As- 
sembly Hall of the Club where the 
presentation of the portrait took 
place. A duplicate of the picture, 
for which the President sat in 
Washington last summer, will be 
hung in the club. 

Extemporaneous Response. 

Speaking extemporaneously in 
response to a speech by George 
Stuart Patterson, president of the 
club, who presented the Chief 
Executive with the portrait of him- 
self, Mr. Hoover described the club 
as a “sanctuary of the great tradi- 
tion of loyalty to the Government 
of the United States.” 

The Union League Club was 
formed during the Civil War to 
combat sympathy with the South- 
ern states. Through its portals 
have walked all the Republican 
Presidents of the United States 
since that time with the single ex- 
ception of President Harding. He 
had accepted an invitation for Oc- 
tober but died in August, 1923. 

The portrait was characterized 
hy Mr. Hoover as a representation 
of himself he “liked much more 
than the very lifelike pictures the 
photographers make.”’ 

In presenting the portrait, Pat- 
terson told the President that the 
Club wished to ‘‘take the liberty of 
saying that you and your associ- 
ates have mét the crisis of world- 
wide economic depression with 
courage and ability and in ac- 
corcance with the principles upon 
which the Government was found- 
ed.”’ 

In times of discouragement, he 
said the club wanted to ‘urge 
that there is a vast amount of com- 
mon sense hidden away in the 
minds of the American people and 
thet common sense teaches them 
to have confidence in you.” 

Gov. Pinchot Present. 

Sitting near the chief executive 
was Gov. Pinchot and virtually 
every Republican leader in Penn- 
sylvania. The only Democrat at 
the table was George Norris, Gov- 


'ernor of the Federal Reserve Bank 
for this district. 


In accepting the portrait, Mr. 
Hoover said: 

“I am deeply honored by your 
courteous hospitality. When your 
committee came to me and made 
the invitation extended to every 
President of the United States that 
I should come to your club, as 
your guest, I said that in these 
times of extra and heavy burdens 
I should prefer that I might be 
prepared, under easier circum- 
stances, perhaps, to discuss public 
questions as my predecessors had 
done—as they had felt honored to 
do before this body. 

“They, however, extended to me 
a delicate consideration that 
brooked no refiisal: the suggestion 
that the club would like to extend 
its hand of encouragement by a 
reception, with no request for a 
public address. In these times 
when a large number of segments 
of our population are seeking re- 
lief, that was, indeed, the greatest 
and most considerate relief ever 
extended to the President of the 
United States. 

“Your generous reception has 
gone beyond even the frontiers of 
hospitality. You have presented to 
Mrs. Hoover and myself a portrait 
by a skillful artist. It is difficult 
for me to express with my natural 
—I hope natural—modesty that it 
gives one pleasure to see oneself 
presented in a better fashion than 
the normal snap photographs and 
perhaps a justifiable admiration 
that it may serve as an antidote to 
some of the current portraits un- 
der which I suffer. Yet I would 
not criticise that phase of the gift; 
otherwise, it would seem something 
like the old term about the ‘gift 
horse.’ 

“Sanctuary of Great Tradition.” 

“T have felt all evening that the 
club represents more than a com- 
radeship. It is the sanctuary of a 
great tradition—the tradition of the 
preservation of our union, and the 
preservation of the tradition of 
loyalty to our Government is the 
greatest of our trials. That serv- 
ice of the club—protection of the 
Union—finds its expression in every 
part of this building, and all those 
years the club has stood steadfast 
for patriotic solution of the recur- 
ring difficulties which have met 
the republic. 

“Its membership has stood stead- 
fast in times of public stress with 
a confidence in the ultimate growth 
and security that distinguishes all 
thinking men. After two years of 
fever and tumult in Washington, I 
assure you this is a gratifying oc.

Pests Add to Distress in Last 
Year's Drouth Area, 
By the Associated Press. 
HOPKINSVILLE, Ky., May 30. 
— Southwestern Kentucky farmers, 
their crops damaged by drouth last 
year, are fighting a new menace 
this year. Army worms have in- 
fested 50,000 acres in this section, 
according to estimates of Depart- 
ment of Agriculture entomologists. 
Fields of corn are being laid 
bare, and nothing but the stems 
are left in fields of barley, wheat 
and rye. The worms have cut pas- 
tures so close to the surface as to 
leave the impression fire had swept 
over them.

A Notable Difference. 


HE new baseball has been in 


action long enough for fig- 
ures to tell something about its 
activity as compared with that of 
last year. As far as the “‘ational 
League is concerned the figures 
are convincing. There seems no 
doubt from a comparison of sta- 
tistics for 1930 and 1931 that the 
ball is not being hit either as 
hard or as often as last season. 

Certainly it is not being hit as 
far, as indicated by the home 
run figures. 

Here, for example, are the 
figures for home runs in the two 
leagues, based on games played 
up to May 27, in both years:

American League ..,.160 138

The National League has to- 
taled just 74 home runs fewer 
than last year. That’s a com- 
‘manding difference. It means 
that there will be more than 300 
fewer homers made in the Na- 
tional this year than last. 

There is another comparison 
— that of the averages of the 
five high individual batters for 
this year and last, as follows:

On their face, the National 
League figures show a general 
falling off in hitting ranging up 
to 48 points in one instance. The

HE American League has 


failed to follow this falling 
off and, on the contrary, has 
shown even better individual av- 
erages than usual: but this can 
be explained on the ground that 
there is a different ball used in 
the American, in one respect. 
No change was made in its cover 
by the A. L.. whereas the Na- 
tional League thickened the cov- 
er considerably in addition to 
raising the seams. The American 
League also has better visibility, 
as regards the ball, because the 
umpires are not ordered to take 
off the gloss and whiteness by 
rubbing each new ball in florists’ 
earth, as in the National. The 
American League, hitherto, has 
used more baseballs than the 
National, and that, too, may help 
explain the better hitting in the 
American this year. 

The decline in home runs is 
taken to mean that distance is 
harder to get with the new bal! 
as both the totals and the high 
individuals show that home runs 
are on the decline in both 
leagues. Last year on May 23 
Wilson in the National League 
had 13 homers while this year 
Ariett, up to Friday had only
